The drawings are objected to because Figure 1, element # 8 is mentioned in 
specification as #18. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: The repetition of 
chemical compound, AI63M037- Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Wei 
(6,020,685). 

With respect to Claim 1, Wei teaches a high-pressure discharge lamp (Fig. 1, 
Col. 2, line 67) provided with a discharge vessel (Fig. 1 , # 5 and Col. 6, lines 22- 23) 
comprising a ceramic wall (arc tube, Fig. 1 # 5), a plug (Col. 3, lines 9-12) having an 
electrode (Fig. 1, # 9), and a fusion joint (Col. 2, lines 29-37). 

With respect to Claim 4, Wei teaches that a plug is comprised of a material 
formed by molybdenum or tungsten (Col. 2, lines 29- 31). 

With respect to Claim 5, Wei teaches a ceramic wall comprised of aluminum 
nitride (Col. 12, lines 65- 67). 

With respect to Claim 6, Wei teaches a metal halide lamp (Col. 12, lines 26- 27) 
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With respect to Claim 7, Wei further teaches a lamp that has a power rating of at 
least 1 00 W (Col. 6, lines 17-19). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Wei (6,020,685) in view of MeVey (4076898). 

With respect to Claim 2, Wei teaches the invention set forth above (see rejection 
in claim 1 above) and further teaches a fusion joint with some atom percent of 
Molybdenum. Wei lacks the fusion joint approximating at least 25 atom percent of 
Molybdenum. MeVey teaches a fusion joint that comprises at least 25 atom percent of 
Molybdenum (Col. 3, lines 18-24). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to modify the atom percent of Molybdenum to 
improve the sealing to the ceramic body, as taught by MeVey (Abstract). 

With respect to Claim 3, Wei teaches the fusion joint to be formed by Aluminum 
and Molybdenum (Col. 2, lines 34- 37). ■
